The Sweetwater Red Devils opened their football league 
games by romping over the Mt. Miguel Matadors, 18-0.

The end of the speech season found Su-Hi qualifying for the 
fifth straight year for the Nationals and the sixth for the State Finals. 
The debate team of Pat Walsh and Fred Hlawatsch won the Southern 
California District Tournament to earn the right to represent this area 
at the Nationals; in addition, Fred took first in oratory, to qualify 
also in that event. Eight Su-Hi speech students qualified for the State 
Finals. These honors marked the end of one of the most successful 
seasons in Sweetwater speech history. 

It all started with the Round-Robin Debate Tournament held at Srossmont High School, the first week in 
November, when Su-Hi's four "A" debate teams of Pat Walsh-Fred Hlawatsch, Claud Sutcliffe-Arne Hansen, Jack 
Lensing-Joe Kiefer, and Tommy Taylor-Bobby Cronk had an 8-0 record. Next came the Voice of Democracy Radio 
Contest in which Ellen Fitzhugh placed second out of ten speakers. It was followed by the San Diego Student 
Congress. Here Fred Hlawatsch was voted "best presiding officer" and nominated for the Nationals; while Joe 
Kiefer was voted outstanding representative and Claud Sutcliffe outstanding senator. 

The first important tournament was the San Diego State open. Out of twenty-two schools participating, 
Su-Hi won the sweepstakes, taking a total of twenty-four awards that included six first places and only one fourth 
place.

Then came the Colton N.F.L. Student Congress at which Fred Hlawatsch won outstanding representative in 
House "A" and was elected to represent the Southern California District at the National Student Congress in June; 
while Claud was voted outstanding senator. This was followed by Fred winning the County and Area Five American 
Legion Oratory Contest and finally placing third in the State Finals. Danny Ellis and Bobby Cronk won the County 
Odd Fellows U.N. Pilgrimage Contest, and at Southgate, Danny took first to win a three-week, all-expense-paid trip 
to New York and the East Coast, while Bobby was chosen first alternate. Peggy Keegan, a sophomore, won the San 
Diego County Native Sons' Oratory Contest to qualify for the Southern California finals. 

The Brown Military Invitational Tournament found Su-Hi winning two first places. Then came the Palomar Novice 
Tournament when the B" squad won the sweepstakes and took three first places out of nine . . . Ellen Fitzhugh taking 
two and Arnold Olachea one. In the meantime, Pat Walsh went on to win the Regionals in the Lions' Club Oratory 
Contest and the right to compete in the Area finals at Palm Springs. 


At the San Diego State College Qualifying 
Sweetwater placed in seven out of eleven events 
to qualify five students for the California State 
Speech Tournament at Santa Barbara College, 
Goleta, California. The Speech squad again won 
the sweepstakes at the Southern California N.F.L.
